1) Claims 2-31 were amended in the response received on January 8, 2009 so that the claims could be grouped 
with elected invention II (calims 32-40 and 42). Applicants asserted in the response received on September 10, 
2008 that species for claims 2-31 were elected in the response filed on January 17, 2008. However, applicants 
elected 4-10 particles (i.e. range, not a single species) and the election of a spectroscopically detectable marker 
does nto correlate with the election of a marker detected by probing with one or more predetermined 
frequencies or the election of claim 24 (i.e. optically transparent polymer) which is drawn to fluorescent 
markers also. Therefore, the species election for claims 2-31 is incomplete.
